The refusal on ''the part of 
the 


local Y. M. C. A. to house .over night 
a young • colored man, has won for 
it the enmity of diaries E. Brown 
of New York City and 
Riverside 


Cal., a wealthy lumberman. 


Mr. Brown, who is touring in his 


car from California to New _ York, 
arrived in Madison last evening at 
about 7 o'clock. He went to the 
Y. to get a room for his chauffeur, 
and was refused on the grounds that 
the young man was of the negro 
race. 


"That's a fine thing for an organ- 


ization like the Y. M. C. A. to do," 
said' Mr. Brown today. "They pro- 
fess to do Christian work, Chria- 
tionizing the people of foreign lands, 
and then they turn away a man 
because of the color of his skin, a 
man who's been active in Y. M, work 
himself. I dont think Christ would 
have turned him away, do youf 


Mr. Brown is an old acquaintance 


of Senator La Follette, but has not 
seen him for several years. 


"I thiwk the'senator's the great- 


est statesman the world now has," 
he declared. "I'm an American and 
am dead against the League of Na- 
tions, in any form. I'm for the sen- 
ator's progressive principles."

From Certifying; House 


Fails to Reconsider 


That one of the six republican 


candidates for governor in Wiscon- 
sin has been contemplating retiring 
from the field is disclosed in an of- 
ficial opinion which was returned 
by Deputy Atty. Gen. M. B. Olbrich 
to Secretary of State Merlin Hull 
today. 
-Who the candidate is is 


unknown even to Mr. Hull. The at- 
torney general ruled that it would 
bo impossible for the candidate to 
get.'off the ballot 


The secretary of state's office was 


asked by a friend of one of the can- 
didates for governor on. the .rcpub- 
.icnn ticket to secure-an official opin- 
,on as to whether a candidate could 
retire at this time.' Mr. Hull's let- 
ter" of "August 20'' called -attention to 
:he fact that several county clerks 
lave informed the state department 
(that their official ballots are already 
printed. 


"You 
are advised-that the law 


contemplates that the ballots shall 
have been printed by the second 
Tuesday of August," says Deputy 
Atty. Gen. Olbrich in an opinion, 
"that the secretary of state in his 
dealings must assume that the law 
bas been complied with and that the 
ballots have in fact been printed, ir- 
respective of whether he has infor- 
mation to this effect or not, and that 
the filing of a declination at this 
time would be governed by section 
5.14 and that the secretary of state 
now has no duty or function to dis- 
charge with reference to the make- 
up of the primary ballot. 


"The effect of such a declination 


is regulated by the provisions of 
section 5.14. 
Should he receive the 


greatest number of votes cast the 
same will result in a vacancy to be 
filled, by the party committee." 


For the last two or three days 


there have been rumors about the 
capital regarding the possible re- 
tirement of pne of the guberna- 
torial candidates. 
One rumor is 
that Edward F. Dithmar of Baraboo 
is contemplating retiring _from the 
field and the other rumor is that J. 
N. Tittemore -of Cmro was contem- 
plating retiring. 
Neither rumor 


can be verified. 
The fact, however, 


that an official opinion is asked is 
indication that serious consideration 
is being- given to this subject.
